The judge would pre- 
fer not handling the birds or 
passing any opinion until he 
scores the bird. After all the 
birds are scored then the 'judges 
are always pleased to explain the 
merits or demerits of the speci- 
mens, and the exhibitors should 
wait until such a time or else 
some jealous competitor might 
accuse him of trying to influence 
the judge.— By W. S. Russell, 
Judge, Ottumwa, Iowa, in Relia- 
ble Poultry Journal.

KibUions isnear at hand, I thought | ° 
a few timely hints on how t 
conduct a poultry show vvoul< 
aid the management as well a 
the exhibitors in making the e'j 
h i bit one of which they mav b 
proud. The few pointers £rVen 
below if put into effect, will Work 
benelit to all concerned. 

In the first place, advertise 
your show thoroughly through 
the I'oultry Journals and your 
local and county newspapers. 
Close your entries early, and at a 
given time, and stick to it. It 
matters not if the entries of your 
President be late, debar his 
birds from competition, and re- 
quire, all birds to be in place by 
ten (10) p. m. of the first day of 
the show. On the morning 
the second day all birds should 
be fed and watered, and within an 
hour after this is done the weigh- 
ing committee should be at woi k 
The chairman of this committee 
should be the President of the 
Association. His duty should 
be to put the weights down on 
the entry tag with pen and ink 
or a colored pencil and the Land 
and weight should be recorded 
in his weight memorandum. Do| 
not tie the entry tags on the front J 
of the coops with strings, bi 
tack each tag separately at tl 
top or end of the coop. Th 
will enable the judge at a glance 
to ascertain the weight of the 
specimen without running 
through the bunch of tags, whict 
will save no little time in scor 
tng the exhibition. The Secre 
tary should have the tags al 
made out prior to the opening 
of the exhibition, which can 
readily be made out from each 
entry as received, and checked 
off with exhibitor's name on the 
back of the cards. 

The Judge should be provided 
with a clerk, one that is rapid 
and accurate. I will admit that 
good clerks are about as scarce 
as "hen's teeth." 

The clerk should not be an exhib- 
itor, but an acountant or bill 
clerk. It would be better if he 
did not know one cl»i> ken from 
the other and were n t anxious 
to learn. The average clerk ac- 
cepts the position to "learn some- 
thing," as is often said. More 
than one-half the errors made on 
score cards are due to this kind 
Of a clerk. He is watching the 
Judge or the bird instead of the 
score card. I have as high as 
seven different clerks in one 
show, all anxious to "1.

They have a foolish way of drop- 
ping their eggs in the water, and 
of following a brook into neigh- 
boring farms, unless they have 
suitable quarters and receive 
regular attention. It is a good 
deal of trouble to look afterthem. 

A half-starved duck will dis- 
pose of a large quantity of corn 
at a single feeding, apparently 
remembering the past and an- 
ticipating the future. The 
careless farmer will have noneof 
this sort of stock. But the duck 
has a great many qualities 
commend it to the most careful 
man. 

There are ten breeds of ducks 
raised in this country, viz.. tin 
White Pekiu, White Aylesbury, 
Rouen, Black Cayuga, Colored 
Muscovy, White Muscovy, Gray 
Call, White Call, Black East In- 
dian and Crested White. These 
are named in the order of popu- 
^jty. The Kast Indian is a 
bantam, bred for fancy, and the 
•Crested White is an ornamental 
variety. 

The White Pekin leads, for all 
purposes. It is valuable for 
raising on a large scale. It is 
easily raised, but is timid and 
^^must be handled carefully. It 
\(tes imported from China in 1873. 
Mr'. McGrath, of the firm of 
Fogg & Co., engaged in the 
iChinaand Japan trade, saw the 
i^urd at Pekin, and thought it a 
variety of the goose. He pro- 
cured some eggs and took them 
to Shanghai, where he set them 
under hens and secured 15 duck- 
lings. When sufficiently ma- 
tured, these birds were sent to 
the United States in charge of 
James E. Palmer. Six ducks 
and three drakes survived the 
voyage of 124 days and reached 
New York March 13, .1873. Mr. 
Palmer was to retain one-half of 
them. He took his share home, 
leaving the remainder to be sent 
to Mr. Mctirath's family. 
These never reached their desti- 
nation. Mr. Palmer's ducks be- 
gan laying in March. The three 
ducks laid 325 eggs. From thii 
beginning grew up the greatest 
duck industry ever known 
this country. 

The Pekin has a distinct type 
and differs from all others. The 
legs are set well back, causing

the bird to walk in an upright 
position. The fowl is large, the 
flesh delicate, free from gross- 
ness. They are the best table 
duck and excellent layers, laying 
from 125 to 150 eggs in a season. 
^They begin laying about Janu- 
ary and continue until late in 
July, and again for a short time 
in the fall. They are non-sitters, 
hardy, and mature early. The 
method of feeding, as practiced 
by me, as manager of the Clear 
•View Farm, will be described

He filled a bell jar with magnesium 
smoke. Ordinarily these thick fumes 
would take a long time to disperse, 
says the London Times. Dr. Lodge 
passed a charge of electricity through 
the jiii mid the smoke began instant- 
ly to clear, the smoke particles unit- 
ing and falling in the form of a white 
■SOW of magnesia. The word used to 
describe the action of the smoke par- 
ticles is electric "cohesion."' The ex- 
planation of it, Dr. Lodge said, isbi 
yond our scientific knowledge, and it 
is one of those great problem- of elec- 
tricity which we hope thai Lord Kel- 
vin may solve. It is perhaps enough 
to say at this point that it is th. ■ <|iui!i- 
ty of electric cohesion which makes 
Ilertzain wireless telegraphy possible 
— by the use of sensitive electric de- 
vices called "coherers," which, like 
the receiver of a telephone, serve to 
indicate certain forms of electric 
waves. But Dr. Lodge accidentally 
referred to a possible extension on a 
large scale of his magnesium smoke 
experiment. "Some people,'' said ho. 
"may imagine that this experiment 
sngposts a means of dispersing Lcm 
den tog. An adaptation of some sucl 
method might be suitable for the di 
persion of real fog, of sea fog arising 
from a moisture-charged atmos- 
phere. 

A Scotch mist can he turned into 
rain hj a suitable discharge of elec- 
tricity; and ordinary rain can L 
changed into the large drops of 
thunder shower by the electric dii 
charge of the lightning flash. Th 
reason for the size of the drops is 
that owing to the incident of electric 
'cohesion\ the drops are attracted to 
one another and form conglomerate 
drops. But I don't think electricity 
could prevent London fog. The onl; 
way to prevent a London fog is not p 
cause it. And the way not to cause 
s not to burn coal fires, like sav 
;s, in open grates. The day wil 
no when it will be forbidden to hn 
port crude coal into London. I con 
fess I should like to see the expert 
mcnt tried of making gas at the greai 
coal fields and of conveying it to.iht 
town in huge pipes and conduits 
The experiment, of course, could not 
bo made with respect to London; it 
would have to be conducted on bo< 
large a scale, but it might be tried 
\\ ith a -mull town. It will have to 
come to that some day. People say 
they can't bear gas stoves. But as a 
matter of fact all fires are gas stoves. 
People make gas themselves, and 
make it badjy. No doubt, however, 
the gas stove of the inevitable future 
will be a very different contrivance 
from that of to-day."

tions of the copy, each sheet, of 
course, being developed as 
photography. Mechanical drying 
of the developed and fixed sheets 
was resorted to in a trial for speed, 
and the result is said to have been 
satisfactory. The onetrpuble se 
to be" the difficulty of printing on 
one side of the paper only, as the 
method so far used allows the print- 
ing to show on the reverse side of 
the sheet. The inventor is now at 
work on a scheme to prevent thi 
and thinks that the trouble h 
been practically solved by a method 
of sensitizing the paper in strips, 
so that impressions will be tak 
on these strips ouly, leaving the i 
tervals ready for the strip sensit 
ation and photographic printing at 
a. future operation on the other 
side. The experimenter also thinks 
it possible to photograph with diff- 
erent copy each side of the same 
sheet of paper at the same opera- 
tion, though his successes in that 
direction have not as yet been 
marked, save whea small pieces 
paper and widely separated li 
for reproduction have been used. —

Third— We refer to the incompe- 
tency of the present Republican 
Administration in Kentucky; to the 
abuses and scandals in the man- 
agement of penitentiaries and asy- 
lums while under Republican con- 
trol, and we commend the wisdom 
of the last General Assembly of 
*J|ntucky in the enactment of laws 
which secure the wise and econom- 
ical administration of the peniten- 
taries and other public institutions 
of the State under Democratic con- 
trol; to the increase in the rate of

/ enforcible as to such trust or com- 
'' bination, and we especially demand 
that all trusts-controlled articles be 
placed on the free list. 

Sixth-We endorse the amend- 
ment to the State election law 
passed bv the last Demacratic Gen- 
eral Assembly ofKentucky over the 



this State in 18% whereby the will 
of the people was overthrown and 
the State lost to William J. Bryan. 

Seventh— We indorse the pro- 
visions of the bill passed by the 
Democratic General Assembly of 
Kentucky for the prevention of the 
charging of extortionate, unfair, 
discriminating and ruiuous freight 
rates by transportation companies, 
which bill was vetoed by a Repub- 
lican Governor; and we likewise in- 
dorse the provisions of the bill 
passed by said General Assembly 
to insure competition in the sale of 
hoot books for the use of the chil- 
dren of this State, the purpose of 
which bill was to destroy the ex- 
tortionate and oppressive prices 
now maintained by the School Book 
ist in this State— and w e pledge 
the Democracy to such revision or 
mdment as time or necessity 
may show is beneficial to the school 
children of this State. 

Eighth— We hereby express our 
continued confidence in William J. 
Bryan and favor his nomination for 
the Presidency of the United States 
by the Democratic National Con- 
vention of 1900. 

Ninth— We recommend to the De- 
mocracy of Kentucky J. C. S. Black- 
burn as the successor of William 
Lindsay in the United States Sen- 
ate. 

Tenth— We indorse the war car- 
ried to success for the freedom of 
the enslaved Cubans; and we ap- 
preciate and houor the courage and 
heroism of our soldiers and sailors 
therein engaged. But we declare 
the conduct of the present national 
Administration as to the Philip- 
pines to be repugnant to every line 
of the Bill of Rights, the Constitu- 
tion and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence.

SHERMAN AND BAZAINE. 

American General Describes a Visit to 
the Fallen French Marshal. 

In the diary of his European tour 
of 18T2 Gen. Sherman describes a 
visit to Marshal Bazaine, who wib 
about to be court-martialed for the 
surrender of Metz. 

In answer to my inquiry, he says, 
M to the propriety 01 n.y calling to 
see Gen. Bazaine, who is under .1 spe- 
cies of arrest, the miuMcr mi lid 
there was no impropriety, but, on the 
contrary, the inarshal would be most 
happy to fee me. 1 explained that 
some years ago 1 had ?" ne ,() ^ crn 
Cruz hi the United States ihip Sus- 
quehanna, and that Marshal Bazaint . 
then Commanding in Mexico, had in- 
vited me to come up to the Oily of 
Mexico, tendering mean escort and a 
hearty welcome. I did flail the 
marshal (Bazaine) the next day, and 
found him in a comparatively small 
house inside a high wall which in- 
closed a considerable garden. There 
was a guard in a small house Dear the 
front gate, but I did not understand 
that he was a prisoner, though he is 
to be tried by a court-martial for his 
surrender at Metz. I found him a 
hearty, strong man about five feel 
nine inches high, with pray hi ard cut 
short, and quite robust. He seemed 
peculiarly gratified that I should 
come to see him when in disgrace, and 
he did say that it was pretty hard 
treatment on the part of his country 
after i% years of service. He is 60 
years of age, and has always been es- 
teemed one of the best officers in the 
French army. 

He had the same maps of Metz 
whic h I had brought there, and he 
pointed out that the diagrams were 
not quite right in bringing forward 
his right to Mars-la-Tour during the 
battle of August 1G. Inasmuch as 
that battle had been disastrous to tli 
French and to him, I did not like to 
converse much about it, hut I infer 
that his trial is more political than 
military. He did say that the revolu- 
tionary government of Gambetta, 
which installed itself in power after 
the surrender of Napoleon at Sedan, 
had never put itself in communica- 
tion with him, and he regarded it 
rather as a defensive organization 
than as a general government of 
France. He is also thought to have 
had some political views himself, 
meaning to recognize Napoleon's son 
as the emperor; and he expected, with 
the approval of Empress Eugenie, 
who had fled to England, to be the re- 
gent during the minority of that son. 
He is to be tried by a court-martial, 
and doubtless the testimony will il- 
lustrate the history of the events at 
Metz prior to the surrender of the 
army there. My criticism of that af- 
fair was that, having on the lirst day 
(namely, August 9) actually met and 
checked the movement of the Prus- 
sian attack on his line of retreat, in- 
stead of wheeling on his left flank 
back of Gravelotte, he should have 
wheeled back on his right flank that 
night, sent his wagons on to Verdun, 
and then have fought his wav back as 
slowly as possible toward Chalons, 
giving time for MacMahon and other 
troops to come up to his support. It 
seems to me this could have been 
done, and would have made unneces- 
sary the unfortunate movement of 
MacMahon which resulted in the 
surrender of Sedan. It might also 
have given time for the French an- 
tion to rally. But it is evident that 
the German armies were much 
stronger and better than the French, 
and it is possible the same result 
would have come about the other way. 
— Century.

11." This blind ignorance of the 
bishops meaning is beautiful from 
whichever point of view you look at 
it. If the pope simply did not think 
of himself, the revelation of human 
oal ore was excellent. If he was giv- 
ing the effusive South American a 
lesson in manners, then the example 
of Italian wit and finesse was master- 
ly.— St. James Gazette.

BEASTS OF THE JUNGLE. 

A Curious Wild Animal Farm to Be 
Started in Florida. 

There is to be a wild animal farm 
started on three of the islands anion? 
the Florida keys. Wild animals of 
every description are to he brought 
from Asia, Africa and South America 
and turned loose in their new homes. 
Parts of the islands are wooded, and 
in some places there are thick under* 
growths like jungles. The beasts will 
be divided into three classes, accord- 
ing to their ability to get along to- 
gether, and each class will have an is- 
land all to itself. 

Expeditions are now being fitted 
out to make extensive search in every 
part of the world for zoological speci- 
mens. The hunters depart with the 
intention of bringing back from Asia 
and Africa great numbers of tigers, 
elephants, lions, hippopotami, rhi- 
noceri, sacred oxen, hyenas, giraffes, 
porcupines and all the natives of the 
hot countries, and from North and 
South America black and cinnamon 
bears, mountain lion- and •specimens 
of all the animals inhabiting the west- 
ern hemisphere. Specially designed 
boats will be provided for the trans- 
portation of the animals to the is- 
lands. The completion of a work of 
such magnitude will require some 
time, and it is expected it will be at 
least five years before the farm tl in 
perfect working order. When the an- 
imals are once landed on the islands 
their surroundings and food will be 
as nearly as possible like that to 
which they are accustomed in their 
native haunts. The hot din. ate ani- 
mals will be allowed to const met their 
own dens in the woods and jungles, 
and calves, goats and sheep will be 
driven out among them, so that they 
can bring down their own provisions. 
Small fresh-water streams run almost 
across all three islands and empty in* 

the sea, so that the animals that are 

constant need of fresh water will 

supplied. 

Large and strongly built houses 
will let', eted for the* keepers. When 
desirtd to capture any of the 
.Is regular hunting expeditions 
will beorganized to take them just 
as they are trapped on their native 
heaths. But in this case the hunters 
11 have an immense advantage over 
the system used in the past. They 
ill know every foot of the islands, 
and will be thus enabled to lay traps 
for the wild beasts and capture them 
without the least danger to life or 
limb^-X. Y. World.
